ONDON, Sept. 6.—The operations 
L of the British army in France 

last week are reviewed in a state- 
ment issued by the official war infor- 
mation bureau today. The statement 
reads: 
“It now is possible to make an- 
other general survey in continuation 
of that issued on August 30 of the 
operations of the British army dur- 
ing the past week. 

“No new main trial of strength has 
taken place. There have indeed 
been battles in various parts of the 
immense front which in other wars 
would have been considered opera- 
tions of the first magnitude. But in 
this war they are merely incidents of 
strategic withdrawal and contraction 
of the allied forces caused by the 
initial shock on the frontier and in 
Belgium and dy the enormous 
strength which the Germans have 
thrown into the west theater while 
suffering heavily through weakness in 
the eastern. 

“The British expeditionary force 
has conformed with the general 
movement of the French forces and 
acted in harmony with the strategic 
conceptions of the French general 
staff. Since the battle at Cambrai on 
August 26, where the British troops 
successfully guarded the left flank 
of the whole line of French armies 


ENGLISH ARMY’S DEFENSE STOUT

In 
this the Fifth French army gained 
a marked and solid success, driving 
back with heavy loss and in disorder 
three German army corps—the Tenth, 
the guard and a reserve corps.

“In spite of this success, however 
and all the benefits which followed 
from it, the general retirement to 
the south continued and the German 
armies, seeking after the

During tho whole of this period 
marching and fighting have been con- 
tinuous and in the whole period the 
British casualties, according to the 
latest estimates, have amounted to 
about 15,000 officers and men.

CENTER OF ALLIES’ LONG LINE 
CALLED GERMANS’ BEST CHANCE. 


EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 

TIMES, Sept. 6.—An interesting 

development of the campaign in 
France is the new plan cf action 
adopted by the Germans. From Lou- 
vain to Compiegne, fcurteen days 
fighting, the Germans have clung to 
the military maxim of “a simple plan 
of action, steadily pursued with every 
available force.” 
Throughout this fighting they have 
steadily hammered at the left wing 
of the allies, while their big turning 
ecclumn of cavalry and light infantry 
pushed around the allies’ left flank. 
By this strategic plan the allies 
were turned out of position after post- 
tion and the the Germans advanced 
125 miles in thirteen days. The en- 
tire period of fighting has been 
practically a rear guard action on a 
grand scale, the allies holding each 
position cnly long enough to delay 
the German advance. 
Judged by the official. announcement 
of British losses, few of their posi- 
tions were stubbornly held. They 
seem to have retired in each case 
before being seriously involved. This 


in is largely responsible for their orderly 


and rapid withdrawal from position to 


position. 
PRE-DETERMINED WITHDRAWAL 


Everything points to the withdrawal 


to the Marne River as part of a pre- 
determined plan. A general engage- 
ment at an earlier date would have 
given the Germans just the cp- 
portunity they were seeking—that of 
inflicting a decisive defeat on the 
French before the full strength of the 
British and Russian armies could be 
developed. Time has now been gained 
sufficient for France to place on the 
battle lines the bulk of her fighting 
strength. reat Britain has steadily, 
though slowly, been adding tc the 

of ner armies at the front 
and her territorials must by now be 
landing on the continent. The armies 
of Russia are now advancing in such 
strength that Germany and Austria 
will have to devote a large part of 
their military forces to stopping this 
invasion. The time seems to be ap- 
proaching for the allies to assume the 
offensive. 


OSTEND OPERATIONS. 

A large and increasing British 
force is operating from Ostend and 
has driven back the Germans’ cover- 
ing force at Dendermonde, ten miles 
east of Ghent.

The British force in Belgium is re-!

This leaves the center 
of the allies’ line as the only point 
where the Germans have a chance for 
an early success. From all directions 
they are drawing in their forces for 
this battle which bids fair to be the 
greatest of the war.

Selecting as his gibbet the great 
oak tree which tops the hill at the 
end of Avenue 56 in Garvanza, Johann 
Engelhardt, 55 years old, a San 
Francisco stock salesman, ended his 
life by hanging early yesterday morn- 
ing. The body, not yet cold, was 
found and cut down by boy hunters. 
The motive for the suicide was sug- 
gested by a large number of letters 
and telegrams found in the pockets 
and signed by George H. Sisson, presi- 
dent of the Yaqui-Sinaloa Mines Com- 
pany and an official of “The Promo- 
tion Company of the Pan-American 


Exploration and Development Com- 
They showed that Mr. Engel- 


schemes in Mexico, but was at 
time of his death in urgent need of 
funds. In such straitened circum- 
stances was he that his baggage was 
attached to cover a hotel bill several 
weeks overdue. 

In preparing for his death Mr. En- 
glehardt carried a gate to the trunk 
of the oak tree. Fixing a noose 
about his neck he climbed up on 
ithe gate and after knotting the free 
end of the rope about the limb, swung 
free. Death was due to strangula- 
tion. 

The Sheriff's office was notified and 
Deputy Gates sent to investigate. The 
body was taken to the parlors of 
Gates & Crane in Hollywood. 

Letters from Philadelphia were all 
couched in friendly terms and spoke 
optimistically of “our business. Mr. 
Engelhardt was many times assured 
that he would soon receive sums 
ranging into the hundreds to relieve 
his necessities. A letter dated August 
11 suggested that Mr. Engelhardt 
might “possibly get your Imperial 
Valley friend and your Oakland peo- 
ple to join in, provided that Dick 
doesn’t get onto your movements and 
try to block you.” In another letter 
with a friendly salutation, Mr. En- 
gelhardt’s Philadelphia correspondent 
deprecated the wars adverse affect on 
the finances of the country. 

At the Natick House, where Mr. 
Engelhardt lived, it was stated that 
he was of a reserved nature and 
that while it was known that he had 
suffered financial reverses, their ex- 
act nature was not known. He left 
the hotel Saturday afternoon and did 
not occupy his bed that night. The 
Sheriff's office has not established 
where he spent Saturday night. | 
Mr. Englehardt gave his address in 
San Francisco as No. 585 Duboce 
avenue.

Ninety-Foot Cruiser at Long Beach 

Wharf Also Established Record by 

Six-Thousand-Mile Cruise on High 

Seas—Had Rough Time in Crossing 

Caribbean.

At a giance it looks like an invoice 
or a bill of lading, something more 
than a laundry slip and something 
less than a check, but it is the most 
carefully guarded scrap of paper in 
the polished office of the stout Iittle 
craft Lasata, that hove to at the 
Long Beach pier yesterday, when a 
Los Angeles yachting party disem- 


| barked, home from a 6000-mile cruise. 


It is a toll receipt from the ad- 
ministrative office of the Panama Can- 
al, a receipt for $57 tolls, and across it 
is written, “For the first ship through 
the Panama Canal.” The trophy be- 
longs to Morgan Adams, owner of 
the Lasata which was actually the 
first unofficia] boat to pass through 
the historic oceanway. 

Only the Ancona, the official gov- 
ernment boat, preceded it, and that 
merely by a few hours, and only to 
furnish the dramatic record that a 
government boat was first through 


Aside from being the first boat 
through the canal, the yacht made a 
historic achievement in yachting cir- 
cles by accomplishing the long voy- 
age through difficult waters. From 
indication of records so far scanned it 
is the frst ninety-foot yacht to a- 
complish as much. 

For two years the Lasata has been 
held by Mr. Adams in Atlantic waters, 
where he went annually for a cruise. 
As host of a party of five, including 
Mr. and Mrs. Bugene Overton, Don- 
ald McGillivray and Wheeler F. Chase, 
he went to Jacksonville, Fla., in July 
to begin the cruise. 

In the gasoline cruiser, that is ca- 
pable of making fourteen knots an 


on. | hour, the party went first to Havana, 


and then to Kingston, Jamaica. They 
arrived there July 21, and were held 
for six days in the offing, ostensibly 
for quarantine. Later they learned

But to- 
day we come for a purpose so much 
greater than all those, for today Eng- 
land ig plunged in a strife great be- 
yond our conception. And great be- 
yond our conception is the need for 
aid from her children. And so if we 


have been moved to show our sympa- 


thy before, let us be moved again in 
a degree as great as the crisis de- 
mands, and give what we can to help 
in this titanic struggle.” 

Bishop Bell, deprecating the strife 
which he said had “been born in mis- 
understanding.“ expressed the hope 
that something greater than civiliza- 
tion has ever before experienced would 
be the outcome of the struggle, a 
great impulse to the brotherhood of 
man.

At the University Methodist Episco-

So far during the war the great Zeppelins 
have not been used to the extent that some 
military writers though would be the case. 
They have dropped a few explosives in Ant- 
werp and an unconfirmed report stated that 
one went on a scouting expedition to the 
south coast of England. It may be that 
Germany is saving the full horror of its 
fiying navy for Paris. 

Men who pretend to have some knowl- 
edge of Germany's aerial strength say that 
though that country is supposed to have 
only twelve Zeppelin war dirigibles she has 
at least forty. It is asserted that within 
the last few years Germany has spent 
$4,000,000 on huge airships of war, and that 
one of them can carry twenty-five men 
and tweive tons of explosives. If these aro 
the facts, and there is no reason to doubt 


them, Germany has an awful power which 


she can launch against Paris from the sky. 

Of course, the French aeroplane fleet will 
Maintain a day and night watch against 
Zeppelins, and we may see terrific battles 
in the air above unhappy Paris. The Ger

It will be im- 
possible for even so rich a country s Ger 
many to maintain such an army about Paris 
for more than a few months and keep it 
supplied with food, ammunition and cloth- 
ing. The task would be 80 stupendous that 
no mation on earth could be expected to 
carry it out for any length of time. And 
yet failure on Germany's part to secure 
the early fall of Paris will mean that Ger- 
many, despite her early victories, must gut- 
fer defeat. 

In considering the defenses of Paris and 
its ability to withstand the German siege it 
may be pointed out that foreign military 
observers, who watched maneuvers recently 
when two forts were subjected to a sham 
attack, saw enough to justify them in estt-
